91, payable to Western Unlo^ 
and signed "John Kennedy" was furnished as a sample of the late President's

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover today labeled as "absolutely 
inconceivable" the December 10, 1966, statement of Senator Robert F. 
Kennedy -- a statement in which Mr. Kennedy implied that Mr. Hoover 
had been misinfoAned concerning Mr. Kennedy's knowledge of me use 
of electronic listerdng devices by the FBI during his tenure i. Attorney 
General in 1961- S4.

Mr. Evans, who retired from the FBI in 1964, now is an 
official associated with the Department of Justice. 

Attached to this statement are two memoranda personally 
prepared by Mr. Evans to one of his superiors. One memorandum 
is dated July 7, 1961, and the other is dated August 17, 1961. Both 
relate to discussions which Mr. Evans had with the then Attorney 
General Kezmedy concerning the use of microphone surveillances by 
the FBI. 

In the August 17, 1961, memorandum, Mr. Evans states ' 
that the matter of using leased telephone lines in connection with 
microphone surveillances "was discussed with the Attorney General" 
and that the "Attorney General approved the proposed procedure in 
this regard and personally signed the attached memorandum evidenc- 
ing such approval. " (Also attached is a copy of the August 17, 1961, 
memorandum signed by Mr. Kennedy.)

In line with the Director's approval, the Attorney General was 
contacted this morning, July 7, 1961, relative to his observation as to the 
possibility of utilizing "electronic devices" in organized crime investigations. 

It was pointed out to the Attorney General that we had taken action 
with regard to the use of microphone surveillances in these cases and while 
they represented an expensive investigative step, we were nevertheless utilizing 
them in all instances where this was tecin.ically feasible and where valuable 
information might be expected. The strong objections to the utilization of 
telephone taps as contrasted to microphone surveillances vra.s stressed. The 
Attorney General ntated he recognized the reasons why telephone taps should 
be restricted to natio.nal-defense-type cases and he was pleased we had been 
using microphone surveillances where these objections do not apply wherever 
possible in organized crime matters. 

The Attorney General noted that he had approved several technical 
surveillances in connection with security -type investigations since he took 
office, but that he had not kept any record and didn't really imow what he had 
approved and what surveillances were currently in operatio.n. He said that for 
his own information he would like to see a list of the technical surveillances 
now in operation. Ee added that this could be brought over to him personally 
ana that he would look it over and immediately return it because he realized 
the importance of having these records maintained under the special security 
conditions which only the FBI had. 

If the Director approves, we will have the list of technical 
surveillances prepared, delivered personally to the Attorney General and 
then returned to the Bureau's file.

In connection with the use of microphone 
surveillances it is frequently necessary to lease a special telephone 
line in order to monitor such a surveillance. These situations 
occur when it is impossible to locate a secure monitoring point 
in the immediate vicinity of the premises covered by the microphone. 

Even though a special telephone line is utilized, this activity in ' 
no way involves any interception of telephonic communications and 
is not a telephone tap. 

In the New York City area the telephone company 
has over the years insisted that a letter be furnished to the telephone 
company on each occasion when a special telephone line is leased by 
the FBI. It is required that such a lease arrangement be with the 
approval of tlie Attorney General. In the past we have restricted 
the utilization of leased lines in New York City to situations involving 
telephone taps, all of which have been approved by the Attorney General. 

We have not previously used leased lines in connection 
with microphone surveillances because of certain technical difficulties 
which existed in New York City. These technical difficulties have, 
however, now been overcome. If we are permitted to use leased telephone 
lines as an adjunct to our microphone surveillances, this type of coverage 
can be materially extended both in security and major criminal cases. 
Accordingly, your approval of our utilizing this leased line arrangement 
is requested. A sample of the letter which it is proposed will be sent 
to the teleplione company if a leased line is secured in connection with 
microphone surveillances is attached.

Assistant Director Gale and I interviewed rr« Evans 
' at 11:30 A.M'. Dscenber 24, 1963, in my office at r3I Headquarters. 
Evans v/as advised in advance that ve desired to ontain inf omation 
froa hla relative to conversations I:e bad bad vita representatives 
of the Departnent of Justice, includins 7orr.er Attorney General 
Robert ?P3ann=dy. wbicn v.ould have served to put the Department on 
notice that tne 7EI v/as utilising leased lino nlcrophoaes in 
coverage of top hoodlums and racheteers. He was told that we wore 
particularly interested in the Las Vegas situation in v/hich the 
Department of Justice, upon receipt of 7SX information, leaked such 
Information to hoodlums in Las Vegas. 

T.'e first refreshed Evans* memory v/ith the fact that on / 
August 17, 1931, he took a 1-page memorandina to former Attorney 
General Kennedy relative to the policy and procedure to be used in K 
dealing v/ith the telephone company in New York City concerning 
the usage of leased line microphones. Evans v/as told that ha 
probably v/ould recall that the memorandum was in broad terms and/*^^ 
not only covered use of microphones in New York City but the 
language defined such usage in all cases effecting the national 
welfare. 77- ''7 -/?■=> r 

Evans recalled discussing the memorja^ip^Ss^^y^ist 17, 

; jl931, with Kennedy. Ke admitted fully descrihlnTg thW \ffiage of 
i leased line microphones, not only in New York City but elsewhere to 
j Kennedy, l/hile he did not reveal the location OT U'lSA CTCtophoaes, 

; he admitted explaining the technique set up v/hlch involved the use 

i i of telephone facilities. Upon being questioned, Evans stated that 
Former Attorney General Kennedy made no objections whatsoever to the 
explanation offered him and willingly signed the August 17, 1961, 
j memorandum. Evans added, in answer to a direct question, that there 
I was no doubt in his mind but what Kennedy fully understood the 
1 employment of -leased line ^icrophoncs by the 731. — ; — “ ■

Evans was ashed if he recalled being present when 
I ?oraer Attorney General and his press agent, Edwin Guthman, 

‘ listened to a taps recording in the Eew Vorh Office in 
I Ebveaber of 1283. Evans denied recalling this incident. He 
1 stated that it was his recollection that a tape recording was 
j played for the Attorney General in Los Angeles. The files show 
I the tape recording v/as played for the Attorney General in 
I New Tori City, This recording emanated fron a leased line 
!, microphone. Appropriate cheeZo with S.IC and other supervisory 

( personnel in Los Angeles failed to indicate that a tape recording, 
which ezianated from microphones, was played for the Attorney 
General or Ms party in Los Angelas. 

Evans did not recall whether he discussed the matter of

micropZiones in view of tho type of information involved, i.e., 
f conversations between two or moro individuals and not a 
i conversation telephonically.

To suanarlze, Evans admitted that he felt certain In 
jlhls own mind that ?omer Attorney General IZennedy, Vllllaa 
j I Hundley, Edwin Guthaan and employees of the Organized Crime 
II Section were fully aT/are of the fact that the EBI was utilizing 
(I leased line microphones to obtain top hoodlum coverage. The 

( August 17, 1S61, memorandum Is a matter of record, as well 
as the fact that Eormer Attorney General and his party in the 
presence of our Agents listened to microphone recordings in both 
Chicago and New York. Another factor. In Evans mind, the 
r [dissemination of FBI reports to the Department, covering 
j| activities of hoodlums In Las Vegas clearly reflected Intelligence 
Inf ormation whbh could only have come from leased line microphones 
Evans denied that he had specifically discussed the matter of 
Las Vegas coverage with Former Attorney General Kennedy. He did 
>1 admit that Kennedy must have known that our Information came from 
microphones In view of the fact that Hundley kept Kennedy advised 
^;of FBI coverage.

The Attorney General's secretary called at 9:25 a. m. this morning 
and indicated that the Attorney General would appreciate me coming around to his 
oifice. After advising you and the Director, I went over to the Department. 

The Allorney General asked me how I felt. I told him I was damned 

t mad. He asked why. I mentioned that apparently Ed Guthman had steamed up his 
favorite hatchet man, Dave Kraslow, against the FBI once again. The Attorney 
General asked for the facts. I told him that Kraslow had called here twice yesterday 
and I had refused to talk to him. He then had called Mr. Wick's office without 
identifying himself and got Wick on the phone. He asked Wick several sarcastic 
questions about the identity of FBI representatives who had gone up on the Hill to 
SC3 Senator Long. V/ick told him no.thing. I told the Attorney General we had learned 
I that last night Kraslow had filed a story with his paper, the "Los Angeles Times, " 
reflecting a lead, "Senate Subcommittee on Privacy backs away from FBL " I stated 
this was a deliberate attempt on the part of Kraslow to line up Senator Long against 
the FBI. I added that such a campaign could not help but force Senator Long to 
attempt to take action against the FBL 

The Attorney General stated he thought I was wrong about Guthmun 
j initiating this move. He stated he knew precisely the identity of the individual who I 
I had leaked information to Kraslow. He added that it was none other than Bernard 
1 Fensterwald, Senator Long's Chief CounseL I asked him how he knew this. He 
stated he couldn't tell me, however, he knew this to be the truth. He then added that ' 
Fensterwald had been fired by the late Senator Kefauver for pulling the same stunts 
when he was Kefauver 's chief counseL ' I told the Attorney General that I could not 
agree with him. I mentioned that we were weU aware of Fensterwald's propensities 
however we were also well.^ware of Guthman's connections. The Attorney General 
asked me if I meant Bobby Kennedy . 1 told him I most certainly did. He stated that 
Bobby would have nothing to from pulling such tricks. I told him that one

point that we could understand 'vdiy Bobby and Guthman would be attempting to 

embarrass the FBI with the full knowledge that such activities could lead right back 
to Bobtqr and his sponsorship and sanction of widespread usage of microphones t- 
throughout all investigative agencies of the Government. The Attorney General stated 
that Guthman was not responsible. I told him Uiat I did not share that opinion. 

The Attorney General stated that he was aware of the fact that we did 
not like Guthman. I told him it was not a matter of not liking someone but rather the 
matter of someone pulling dirty tricks on the FBL The Attorney General made no 
comment. 

The Attorney General indicated that he would see Senator Long at 
11K)0 a. m. this morning. He indicated that from his act of. approving the Director’s 
letter to Senator Long last week he felt that we had already seen the Senator. I told 
him this was correct. He stated that obviously our approach had been very successfuL 
He mentioned that he ^vould like to know what was said to Senator Long so that he 
could use the same approach this morning. I told the Attorney General that no specific 
"approach" had been used but tliat we had merely justified FBI actions in an honest, 
fair way. The Attorney General stated he would do the same. He said he had 
received. the Director’s memorandum concerning San Francisco activities and that he 
felt that facts contained therein would be of service to him. He asked me what I 
thought about leaving the Director's blind memorandum concerning leased line micro- 
phones on criminal activities in San Francisco with Senator Long. I told him I thought 
tins would be a very bad idea. He stated that he would have trouble remembering all 
the facts. He thought, therefore, that he would just hand the memorandum to Serir.tO’* 
Long and let him read it. He was told that there would appear to be no objection to 
tliis as long as he did not let Senator Long retain this memorandum. He stated '.a di 
[not plan to leave it in Senator Long’s hands. 1 did not tell the Attorney General that 
we had thoroughly gone over the same matter with Senator Long with respect to 
Sar. Francisco. 

The Attorney General indicated that he was going to try to sidetrack 
I Senator Long into working on new legislation covering organized crime rather than 
'•ontinuing hearings regarding the invasion of privacy. I told the Attorney General

Kraslow stated that when he initially became interested in the topic of ^ |f ' 
eavesdropping his research determined that there were no set guidelines and, 
therefore, he felt he find to bring it out in the open in order to provoke debate thereby 
forcing Congress to legislate on tlie use of wire tap equipment. Kraslow stated that in 
his o|)inion when you operate without guidelines in the law it is detrimental to society. j 
He stated that ever since President Roosevelt's time down to the present, authority can 
be granted to place a wire tap, although the information obtained cannot be used as 
evidence. He noted that in order to get the issue before the Supreme Court there must | : 

bo a violation of the law and, if there is no disclosure of information obtained outside 
the confines of the FBI, there is no violation whicli can be presented although he, jr 

personally, considers it illegal. Kraslow stated he thinks this is a hazy area of the y,/ 

law and personally hates the use of the wire taps without distinct guidelines. 

AUison ventured the opinion that there are probably a lot of people who | 
feel that newsmen ^onld let this issue alone and allow the FBI to utilize this technique 
in fighting crime. Kraslow noted that the FBI has tremendous facilities, has the pick |i^ , 
j of the world in personnel, and if they can't catch the gambler without the use of wire I v 

I tapping then "where are we. " Under questioning as to why and wlwe the FBI | 
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used wire tapping, Kraslow stated that tiie Bureau suspected that gamblers were 
using a "skimming'* operation to siphon otf some their profits and channeling 
them into other places. According to officials of law enforcement, the only way to spot 
such an operation is to get into the gambler^ office and see what is going on. Kraslow 
noted that FBI "bugs" have been used in the past in gambling cases and he felt thah- • 
while the use of wire tapping in a criminal case of this sort minimizes the infraction 
of a man's privacy, it certainly does not excuse it. He stated that the FBI has "bugged" 
offices of gamblers bi Kansas City, Miami and Las Vegas and, in one instance, used 
such a device in a sul)Ject's apartment. (It is noted that he mentioned no names or 
specifics in this regard. ) 

I V Kraslow stated that there are a lot of people in the Department of Justice 

wlio feel that the use of any type of wire tapping equipment is a violation of the Fourth 
Amendment which gives the individual the right to be secure in his home against 
unlawful search and seizure. He stated that when this Amendment was passed, those 
who drafted it certainly did not envision modern-day electronic devices. He noted 
that lie had been unable to find anything in the statute books which precludes the 
production of wire tap equipment and something has to be done to control the situation. 
According to Kraslow, there is a great danger of an officer using wire tap information 
to blackmail the subjects, and there have, been cases of police officers doing just this.

I Aiiison inquiry where Kraslow had obtained his information about the 
FBI and wire taps in general. Kraslow stated that he had done considerable research 
and obtained it in "bits and pieces. " He stateo tliat in his 17 years as a reporter, he 
had never found it necessary to make a payment for information. 

As to the use of eavesdropping equipment in internal security cases, 
Kraslow stated that at the present time he understands that the FBI has the authority 
of the Attorney General for, the placement of some 70 to 75 wire taps. In this field, 
he stated that he feels it is to the discretion of the FBI and the Department as to the 
necessity for such wire taps. Kraslow left the impression that he approved wire taps 
in the internal security field. ,, ^ ■ 

Allison noted at the end of the program that he had tried to get a 
representative of a leading producer of spy equipment to appear on his program, but 
the invitation was refused. Kraslow suggested that he migjit want to get a represen- 
tative from the Communications Workerq Union to appear, as that organization had

The records of the Secretary of State, State « 
of Misslsiiippi, Jackson, Mississippi, reflect that the If 
Americans for the Preservation of the White Race (APWR) 
was granted a charter of incorporation bn June 25, 1963, 
at Jackson, Mississippi. According to the charter of 
incorporation, this organization was formed for bettering 
the conditions and improving the welfare of the white 
race and to insure peaceful co-existence between the races 
of the South, maintaining laW and order at all times and 
I to provide for the general welfare of the physical, 

mental and moral condition of mankind, and to promote 
the cultural, social, literary and mental welfare of its 
members. 

A source advised on October 6, 1965, that the 
Americans for the Preservation of the White Race (APWR) 
is definitely not dominated by any Klan organization, is 
not a branch of any Klan organization and does not 
engage in violence. Many of the members of the APWR belong 
to various Ku Klux Klan organizations; however, only one 
of the national officers of the APWR is known to be a member 
of any Ku Klux Klan organization and no Ku Klux Klan 
organizational funds are designated or used by the APWR. 

, This source advised that the APWR is primarily 

concerned with providing private schools for the white 
children of Mississippi and is engaged in various money- 
raising projects for this purpose. This source also noted 
that members of the Ku Klux Klan support the APWR by 
engaging in the money-raising activities.

A source advised on October 13, 1965, that the 
ACCA was formed February, 1965, when members of the 
OKKKK residing in the Sixth Louisiana Congressional 
District broke away from the State organisation in the 
Fall of 1966. 

The source stated mendiers were told that even 
though the organization's name had been changed to ACCA 
they should still consider themselves to be Klansnen and 
that they would continue to operate as Klansmen. 

In February, 1965, ACCA filed Articles of 
Incorporation with the Secretary of State's Office in 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana. 

Source advised that the purpose of the ACCA 
is to promote Americanism, white supremacy snd to main- 
tain segregation, 

A hearing was held in the United States District 
Court, Eastern District of Louisiana, New Orleans, during 
the week of September 11, 1965, wherein the ACCA .snd 
various individuals were held to answer a Justice Depart- 
ment petition seeking a temporary injunction against 
Interference with the activities of civil rights workers 
in the Bogalusa, Louisiana, area. 

Charles H. Christmas of Amite, Louisiana, 
identified as the Grand Dragon of this organization, told 
the court that the klan went out of existence four months 
previously and was succeeded by the ACCA. In reorganiz- 
ing, ACCA retained as its officers the existing Klan 
officers, bylaws, and basic organization, according to 
Christmas. Hu further Cold Che court that the ACCA 
mciiibership was restricted to the Sixth Congressional 
District of Louisiana. Every oath in Che ACCA was Che 
same as Chat of Che Klan, and the meeting places were 
often Che same.

Thla aource advlaed that the alma and purpoaea of 
the White Knlghta of the Ku Klux Klan of Mlaalaalppl are to 
preaerve Chrlatlan civilization, protect and promote white 
aupremacy. and the aegregatlon of the racea, to fight Conmunlam 
I and to extend the dignity, heritage, and rlghta of the white 
race of America. 

A aecond aource advlaed on October 6, 1965 that 
the White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of Mlaalaalppl la an 
unincorporated secret organization existing In the State of 
Mississippi and dedicated to the preservation of white 
supremacy at any cost. Including the use of force and violence. 
The official constitution and other directives of the organ- 
ization do not show any advocation of force or violence, but 
It Is generally conceded among the members that In the end 
force and violence will be the only salvation of the white 
man with regard to hia relatlonshipe with the Negro race. 

The White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan is controlled by the 
Imperial Wizard and other State Officers and the state is 
divided into districts and provinces. There is an estimated 
^ membership, as of October 6, 1965 of 1500 to 2000 dues-

Anerlcans for the Preservation of the Vlhlte Race (APNR) 
was granted a charter of Incorporation on June 25, 1963, 
at Jackson, Mississippi. According to the charter of 
Incorporation, this organisation was formed for bettering 
the conditions and Improving the welfare of the white 
race and to Insure peaceful co-cxlstence between the races 
of the South, maintaining law and order at all times and 
to provide for the general welfare of the physical, 
mental and moral condition of mankind, and to promote 
the cultural, social, literary and mental welfare of Its 
members . 


A source advised on October 6, 1965, that the 
Americans for the Preservation of the White Race (APWR) 

Is definitely not dominated by any Rian organization. Is 
not a branch of any Rian organization and does not 
engage in violence. Many of che members of the APWR belong 
to various Ru Rlux Rian organizations; however, only one 
of the national officers of the APWR Is known to be a member 
of any Ku Rlux Rian organization and no Ru Rlux Rian 
organizational funds are designated or used by the APWR. 

This source advised that the APWR Is primarily 
concerned with providing private schools for the white 
children of Mississippi and is engaged In various money- 
raising projects for this purpose. This source also noted 
that members of the Ru Rlux Rian support the APWR by 
engaging In the money-raising activities.

«ourc« advised that on February 15, 1964, approxl* 
mately 2(K> menfeera of the Original Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan (OKKKK) from the State of Mississippi met at Brookhaven,* 
Mississippi. Those present decided to defect from the OKKKK '' 
and to form their own klan group In Mississippi to be known 
as the White Knights of the Bu Klux Klan of Mississippi. 

This source advised that the alms and purposes of 
the White Knights of the Ku Kliix Klan of Mississippi are to 
preserve Christian civilization, protect and promote white 
supremacy and the segregation of the races, to fight Communism 
and to extend the dignity, heritage, and rights of the white 
race of America. 

A second source advised on October 6, 1965 that 
the White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of Mississippi Is an 
unincorporated secret organization existing In the State of 
Mississippi and dedicated to the preservation of white 
supremacy at any cost. Including the use of force and violence. 
The official constitution and other directives of the organ- 
ization do ".Tt show any advocaticm of force or violence, but 
It Is generally conceded among the members that in the end 
force and violence will be the only salvation of the white 
man with regard to his relatlcnshiinB with the Kegro race. 

The White 1 nights of the Ku Klux Klan is controlled by the 
Imperial Wl.-ard and other State Officers and the state is 
divided into districts and provinces. There is an estimated 
membership, <)s of October 6, 1065 of 1500 to 2000 dues- 
paying members of this organization. Tne aims and purpcses 
of the organization continue to be the same as when the 
organization was created in February, 1964.

On August 14, '1961, the second source advised that 
the organization formerly known as United Klans, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc., would be known in the future 
as United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 
The second source said the name was changed by a resolution 
adopted at the National Klonvocatlon held July 8, 1961, at 
Indian Springs, Georgia. 

Second source advised that at a meeting at 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, a majority of the 
Klaverns of the U. S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
merged with the United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan.
